The stroctere that was berned—the cold 
storage warehopse-—was one of the smallest 
build! ii of the falr, but did not belong to the 
Expositlon, being an exhibitof the Hercules Iron 
Works, Ice and refilgeratiog machine monu- 
facturers. Tho building contained a akatiag- 
rink, three 120-ton Ice mack ines, and fn it there 
were atored large quanti tea of meat, finie, and 
some forty ‘barrels of Iinseed cil, which added 
fuel to the flame. ‘ . . 

' That the fice did not spread to” the other 
World’s Fair buildings was due to favorable 
winds. ; : ane 

The scene of horror was witnessed by many 
thousands of people, who fixcked to tha locality 
when the alarm was sounded, and the aight was 
sickening as one Ife after another was snuffed 
out within fall view of the multhude, but beyond 
the reach of human ald, : 

The fire was not generally observed until 
about r.1§ p.m. and within thirty minates the 
great toss of life ocurred. At the first sligaal 
the firemen rushed ap the boge shaft surrounding 
the smoke-stack and when at the sumit began 
prépirations to fight the flames, which first 
appeared et this p-int. : 

* Before the hose cruld be coupled a cry of 
horror from the crowd below ciused the firemen 
to look down. They saw in an Instant the 
cause of that cry—hey were encircled with 
flames, The men stood stolidly for a moment 
in full real'sation of thelr danger. Then one 
grasped the rope which bad been lowered for 
the purpose of raising the hose, and half sliding, 
half falling, re-ched the rcof ninety feet below 
in a brulsed and burned condition, but still alive. 

The crowd telow became wild with excite- 
ment, and weeping women and frenzied mea 
sashed around, wringing their hands and moan. 
ing in angulsh over their inability to render aid. 

Suddenly every eye was turned upwards by 
the preparations of a fireman to jump. He 
gavea quick, spasmedic Isap and turned over 
and over half a desen times before he struck 
the rool, nivety feet below. When the body:

From thla time on bodies tatned from the 
steeple, as after the first wild leap, one man 
after another jumped fa quick succession as the 
flames closed in below 2nd the heat became 
more Intense, : 

The very horror of death riveit d every eye to 
the scene; and while men and women shouted 
hysterically, the guards were almost powe:less 
to keep the crowd from the danger, * 

“Asa firetrsp the-cold storage warehouse could 
not have been. more perfectly constructed. It 
was 250 fect long and 150 fee: wide. It was 
made of wood and covered with “staff, a sort cf 
atucco, The main body of the building was five 
stories high and io the cenire rose the smoke- 
stick, ia the shape of a cupo!s, 200 feet ‘high.
